AbIGE IN WONDERbAND 


K athryn Beaumont teaches 
at an elementary school 
near the Disney Studios. 
When she was 10, hardly 
older than her pupils today, she was 
among Walt Disney’s prized perform¬ 
ers. For after listening to dozens of 
candidates, Disney had signed her as 
the voice of Alice for his animated fea¬ 
ture, “Alice in Wonderland.” 

“I was born in London, but my par¬ 
ents came to California when I was 
eight,” says Kathryn, who is married 
now and known in the classroom as 
Mrs. Levine. 

“I recorded lines for Alice as filming 
progressed — for two years. Then I 
went on a promotional tour when the 
picture was released, and returned to 
the studio to do the voice of Wendy in 
‘Peter Pan.’ That was lucky timing. 
Wendy was supposed to be older than 
Alice, and my voice had changed just 
enough by then.” 


Animation artists, as Kathryn re¬ 
members, must have live models to 
draw from. For “Alice” she had to 
clamber into a large plastic contriv¬ 
ance representing the bottle floating 
on a sea of tears, and ride in it while it 
was rocked on a dolly. For “Peter Pan” 
she performed some of Tinker Bell’s 
actions as well as Wendy’s. 

After guesting on Disney’s first 
two television specials, “One Hour 
in Wonderland” (1950) and “The 
Walt Disney Christmas Show” (1951), 
Kathryn gave up acting. 

“I really didn’t have the motivation 
for an acting career,” she says. “I went 
on to high school, and graduated from 
USC. In the mid-1960s I worked for 
the Department of Defense, teaching 
children of the U.S. Air Force troops 
in Germany. That was a marvelous 
experience. My mother had a 
background in teaching and I always 
wanted to work with children.” 


Before leaving Disney, Kathryn re¬ 
corded the voice track for the original 
Alice in Wonderland attraction at 
Disneyland. Recently she was invited 
to record a tape for the new Alice in 
Wonderland opening there this 
spring. Picking up a script and raising 
the pitch of her voice only slightly, she 
repeated a couple of lines she had first 
read in 1954: 

“My adventures in Wonderland 
began when I followed the White 
Rabbit down the rabbit hole. All of a 
sudden — I fell! Down — down — 
down...” 

It was the same little girl speaking 
whose curiosity led her into a fabu¬ 
lous world of imagination over 30 
years ago. 

A lice’s wanderings through 
Wonderland challenged 
Walt Disney and his artists 
every foot of the way. To

transform Lewis Carroll’s prose into a 
feature-length animated film, they 
strengthened the story line and added 
some characters. Then they had to 
figure out how their animated stars 
would sound. No one had ever heard 
a caterpillar, Cheshire cat, walrus, 
dormouse or any of Carroll’s bizarre 
brainchildren talk—and voices key the 
personalities of animated characters. 

Disney picked Ed Wynn to speak for 
the Mad Hatter. Wynn, a vaudeville 
and radio buffoon, had a high- 
pitched, quavery voice punctuated by 
lisps and silly giggles. He proved so 
amusing that Disney called him back 
for a comedy lead in “The Absent- 
Minded Professor.” Wynn’s rubbery 
face and fluttery hands were surefire 
laugh-getters, and he went on to ap¬ 
pear in six more movies at the studio. 

Disney turned to Richard Haydn, 
another stage and radio veteran, for 
the voice of the hookah-puffing 


Caterpillar whose water pipe occa¬ 
sionally moistens his smoke-ring 
words. Haydn, a dry-voiced actor with 
a brittle British accent, had no trouble 
dampening his vowels for the role. His 
radio repertoire included a fellow 
named Edwin Carp, who mimicked 
fishes. Haydn is seen on The Disney 
Channel this month in “Ball of Fire” 
(see page 7). 

F or the limpid voice of the 
Cheshire Cat, Disney chose a 
studio favorite — Sterling 
Holloway. He had talked for 
the stork in “Dumbo” and Flower the 
skunk in “Bambi,” and the quality of 
his voice was such that Disney 
animators loved working with it. Hol¬ 
loway became a vocal staple at the 
studio, putting words in the mouths of 
such animated characters as Kaa the 
snake in “The Jungle Book,” Amos the 
mouse in “Ben and Me,” Roquefort the 


mouse in “The Aristocats” and Pooh in 
“Winnie the Pooh.” 

Remembering Jerry Colonna’s glass- 
shattering recitation of “Casey at the 
Bat,” Disney brought back the mus¬ 
tachioed pop-eyed comedian for the 
voice of the March Hare. A popular 
recording artist, if his singing style 
could be called art, and a funster with 
the Bob Hope troupe for years, “Pro¬ 
fessor” Colonna had mastered an in¬ 
imitable bray. 

For the balance of his animated cast, 
Disney enrolled Verna Felton (Queen 
of Hearts), Pat O’Malley (Tweedledee, 
Tweedledum, Walrus and Carpenter), 
Bill Thompson (White Rabbit and 
Dodo), Joseph Kearns (Doorknob), 
Dink Trout (King of Hearts), James 
Macdonald (Dormouse), Doris Lloyd 
(The Rose), Queenie Leonard (Bird in 
Tree), the Mellomen (Card Painters) 
and other distinguished, distinctive 
vocal talents. V

CHAPLIN WAS DISNEY’S IDOL 



Every youngster has a 
hero, and for Walt Disney 
it was Charlie Chaplin. 

Like millions of other 
schoolkids at the time, 
Walt thought Chaplin’s 
knockabout, kick ’em-in- 
the-pants style was high 
comedy. He won 25 cents 
impersonating Charlie in 
an amateur contest, and 
used his first camera to 
photograph himself im¬ 
itating Chaplin. He was 
still in high school, little 
dreaming they would 
ever meet. 


In 1923, when Walt ar¬ 
rived in Hollywood as a 
fledgling movie maker, 
he walked past Chaplin’s 
studio hoping to glimpse 
the famous funnyman. 
Ten years later, with Mic¬ 
key Mouse an unrivalled 
cartoon star, Disney gave 
Chaplin credit for much 
of Mickey’s personality. 

“We thought of a 
mouse that would have 
something of the wistful¬ 
ness of Chaplin — a little

This documentary, 
checked and approved by 
Chaplin himself, begins 
with his impoverished 
childhood in London and 
ends with his triumphant 
return to Hollywood. Be¬ 
tween those 83 years is a 
rags-to-riches story told in 
80 minutes of film clips, 
photographs, home movies 
and rare footage from 
Chaplin’s own vaults. Many 
of the comedies high¬ 
lighted in this program will 
be shown in their entirety 
on The Disney Channel’s 
festival of Chaplin films 
premiering next month. 

Charlie is introduced as 
an urchin who joins a 
troupe of child dancers 
and rises to popularity with 
a traveling company of 
comedians. He is discov¬ 
ered by Mack Sennett and 
appears in his first movie, 
“Making a Living,” in 1914 
at age 24. For his second 
film he concocts a costume 
consisting of baggy pants, 
shoes worn on the wrong 


fellow trying to do the 
best he could,” Walt said. 

He included a carica¬ 
tured Charlie Chaplin in 
the cast of two animated 
cartoons, “Mickey’s Gala 
Premiere” (1933) and 
“Mickey’s Polo Team” 
(1936). 

Walt and Charlie even¬ 
tually met in 1932, when

feet, a tight-fitting coat, a 
derby, cane and mustache. 
The Little Tramp, the 
character that will make 
him famous, is born. 

For almost 40 years, 
Chaplin is one of Hol¬ 
lywood's richest and most 
idolized stars. But his per¬ 
sonal life is fraught with 
scandal, bitterness and 
contention. His films are 
masterpieces, whirling au¬ 
diences from laughter to 
tears and back again while 
reflecting many of his own 
experiences. In 1952, he 
leaves the United States to 
live happily in Europe with 
his fourth wife, the former 
Oona O’Neill, and their 
eight children. Not until 
1972, five years before his 
death, does Charles 
Chaplin return to Hol- 
lvwood for a special 
Academy Award, an honor 
long overdue him. 

Says critic Judith Crist: 
“This must-see movie has 
captured the quintessence 
of the artist and his art. It 
provides invaluable high¬ 
lights from 17 Chaplin 
films, and puts them into 
the context of his life and 
our times.”

to do as I have done — 
own every picture you 
make.” 

Walt took his advice. 
Four years later Chaplin 
made his first visit to the 
Disney Studios and left 
his autograph (rarely 
given) in the guest book. 

The two individualists 
achieved enduring fame; 
now they are finally shar¬ 
ing the spotlight. This 
month Chaplin’s film 
biography, “The Gentle¬ 
man Tramp,” premieres 
exclusively on The Dis¬ 


ney Channel. Next 
month a series of Chaplin 
classics begins with 
“Modern Times,” to be fol¬ 
lowed by “The Kid,” “A 
Woman of Paris,” “The 
Gold Rush,” “The Circus,” 
“City Lights,” “The Great 
Dictator,” “Monsieur Ver- 
doux,” “Limelight,” “A 
King in New York” and 
numerous one-reel com¬ 
edies. 

Charles Chaplin and 
Walt Disney, whom au¬ 
thor Thornton Wilder 
called “the two presiding 
geniuses of the movies,” 
have joined forces at last.
